The Balkan Campaign 

News from the Balkans is aggravatingly 
meagre. Since the Germans launched 
their twin attack against Greece and 
Yugoslavia on the morning of Palm 
Sunday, reports from all sources have been 
ragged and contradictory. The German 
forces seem to be making their main 
thrust through the famous Rupel Pass, 
and have been deploying with their usual 
speed against the Greeks. Evidently 
Marshal von Liszt, who is the Blitzkreig 
expert, has huge masses’ of men and 
machines at his disposal ; but the German 
newspapers already have sounded a note 
of warning, laying emphasis on the fact 
that the Balkan peninsula is not easy 
country in which to fight, and suggesting 
to the people that they must not expect 
the remarkable results of the campaigns in 
Poland and France. The Greeks find them- 
selves in a difficult position. Already 
involved against one Great Power in 
Albania, they now are facing another iu 


the North; and, although the terrain in, 


which the Germans are operating does not 
encourage the use of tanks and armoured 
vehicles, General Papagos’s forces are 
woefully ill-equipped in mechanical 
defences, and must resort to the tactics 
that were employed by the Spanish 
Republicans in their struggle against 
Italian and German Panzerdivisionen 
during the Civil War in Spain. The 
Germans seem to be developing their now 
familiar modus operandi: They are using 
dive bombers to blast their path towards 
Salomka, landing parachute troops in the 
Greek rear to spread panic among the 
population, and seeking to crush the 
resistance of the Greek infantry with the 
help of heavy tanks. Until the campaign 
develops, it will be impossible to form an 
accurate opinion of the military position ; 
but, according to Greek reports, while the 
Germans are being held in some places, 
they are contriving to drive a wedge 
between the Greek left and the Yugoslav 
right, thereby isolating the Greeks from 
their Allies. On the other hand, the 
tactics that succeeded so brilliantly in 
Poland and the Low Countries, are not 
likely to succeed so easily in the 
mountainous country of Northern Greece. 
Heavy tanks are. liable to become a 
liability rather than an asset in rugged 
terrain, and paraehute troops cannot do 
much damage in a sparsely populated 
area. Numbers of tanks have been 
destroyed by the Greeks in the neighbour- 
hood of the Rupel Pass. One hundred and 
thirty parachutists are reported to have 
been captured, and many others to have 
been killed. Besides, the Greeks will not 
be fighting single-handed when the 
preliminary stages have been passed. It 
is known now that substantia] forces of 
British and Dominion troops, equipped 
with the most modern material, have been 
landed in the region of Salonika; and, 
although they hardly can hope to match 
the Germans in numbers, most of them 
probably are seasoned fighters, having 
taken part in the Libyancampaign against 
the Italians. Old members of the famous 
10th Division will remember how the 
valley of the Struma lends itself to 
successful defence ; and when the Germans 
come up against the British defenders 
they will find foemen worthy of their 
steel. 

In Yugoslavia the country in the 
neighbourhood of the northern frontier is 
comparatively flat, and, from the strategic 
point of view. is rather difficult to defend, 
It is more or less inevitable, therefore, 
that the Yugoslav armies shall withdraw 
from their advanced positions, just as they 
withdrew in August, 1914, possibly even 
abandoning Belgrade in the process. The 
Yugoslav forces are far more powerful 
than those of the Greeks. More than a 
million men have been mobilised, and they 
include some of the toughest fighting 
material in the world. Here again, reports 
are conflicting. It was announced yester- 
day morning that the Yugoslavs had 
captured Scutari, in Albania, and that, 
crossing the river at Susak, they had 
driven the Italians out of Fiume, which 
the Croats always have regarded as their 
own property. As we write, however, there 
is no direct confirmation of these reports, 
which must be accepted with reserve. At 
the beginning there was some doubt regard- 
ing Yugoslav solidarity. The Croats were 
believed to be lukeWarm in their support 
of General Simovitch’s Government; and 
it was feared that “ fifth column ”’ activi- 
ties in Zagreb and elsewhere might have 
results similar to those that were achieved 
in the Low Countries and in France. 
Under stress of war, however, all political 
differences between the three main branches 


‘| of the Yugoslav nation—the Serbs, Croats, 


and Slovenes—seem to have disappeared. 
Croatia has been guaranteed complete 
autonomy by the Serbian majority. Dr. 
Matchek, the Croat leader, who was a 
member of the Government that accepted 
the Tripartite Pact, has become Vice- 
Premier in the Simovitch Administration ; 
and ‘the mass of the Croat people is only 
too glad to have a chance to fight against 
the Italians. No Croat ever will forgive 
Italy for the seizure in 1919 of Fiume 
by Gabriele d’Annunzio—a coup that was 
condoned afterwards by the Allies and the 
League of Nations. The Slovenes also 
claim Trieste as part of their natural 
Lebensraum, and will fight cheerfully 
against either the Italians or the Germans 
for its possession, All three branches of the 
Yugoslav people, therefore, are united in 
their resolve to fight to the last man in 
defence of their national independence. 
Undoubtedly, they will suffer reverses. 
They are opposed by the mightiest con- 
centration of military force that history 
has known; but heavy odds.never daunted 
the Southern Slavs, whose personal bravery 
is legendary. Yesterday President Roose- 
velt sent a message to King Peter assuring 


the young monarch of every possible 


assistance from the United States. The 
Yugoslavs also will have the help of the 
British Navy and the Royal Air Force, 
which will place them in a position of 
substantial advantage vis-d-vis the

Levelling England 


What the Socialist Party has failed to 
accomplish in twenty years of peace, 
eighteen months of war have achieved for 
England. As a result of successive war 
Budgets, virtually everybody is taxed ; but 
the levy upon the rich is enormously more 
severe than the levy upon the poor. As 
we observed yesterday, Sir Kingsley 
Wood, the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 
said that, in order to enjoy a tax-free 
income of £5,000 a year, a man would 
require to possess a gross income of 
£66,000 a year. It is easy to laugh, but, 
while gross incomes of that figure could 
be counted upon the fingers of one hand 
on this side of the Channel, there must 
be quite a number of them on the other, 
and there must be a multitude of incomes 
that normally run into five figures. All 
will suffer drastic curtailment; no man 
in the five-figure class will be allowed, 
certainly, to retain more than a quarter 
of his wealth. The sacrifice will be made 
with good-will; yet it will be surprising 
if Conservatives do not feel uneasy at 
this encroachment upon the traditional 
canons of.private property. Sir Kingsley 
Wood’s Budget marks another stage in the 
social and economic revolution which has 
been in quiet process since the end of the 
last war. The word “ wealth’’ has begun 
to assume a new meaning. The enormous 
disparities of income which existed in the 
old days are vanishing ; it still is possible 
for one man to have an income a hundred 
times greater than another’s, but none can 
have an income a thousand times greater 
than his fellow-citizen’s. Only in America 
do such disparities remain, and even 
there, under the influence of President 
Roosevelt’s semi-Socialist legislation, huge 
incomes are less common than they used 


to be. In England, the tendency will 
not be checked by the conclusion 
of the war; for experience shows 


that burdens which are imposed in the 
stringencies of war seldom are removed 
when peace returns—the legacies of war 
are too costly. The new England will be a 
different country from the old, not only 
in respect of its citizens’ incomes, but in 
respect of their attitude towards work. 
There will be no room for ‘‘ slackers’’ and 
‘“‘parasites’’; indeed, there is none 
already. Before the war, a Minister of 
Labour, to al’ intents and purposes, con- 
fined his interest and authority to the 
members of trades unions; to-day Mr. 
Ernest Bevin is entitled to include every 
man and woman within his jurisdiction. 
If he so desires, he can take a peer from 
his town-house and make him a farm- 
hand; he can train a _ stock-broker to 
handle a lathe, or he can place an engine- 
man in supreme charge of a great factory. 
Nobody supposes that Mr. Bevin will have 
either the courage or the desire to break 
so sharply with custom as to make this 
startling use of his powers, but legally 
there is nothing to prevent him. This war 
is upsetting all the social values of Great 
Britain. Military conscription was the 
first step, and the overwhelming sense of 
a common peril, which has found one form 
of expression in Mr. Bevin’s new 
authority, carries the process a stage 
further. By comparison, the levelling 
effect of the new Budget is small. Con- 
scription of labour—in every sense—and 
conscription of wealth—these restrictions 
upon her traditional liberties, are the 
price that Great Britain must pay for her 
chance of victory ; and it will be paid. 


Plea for the “Zoo” 


The present shortage of supplies has 
placed the members and staff of the Royal 
Zoological Society of Ireland in a difficult 
position. They are faced with the pos- 
sibility that in a short time they may 
have to destroy the famous lion collection. 
In the past few months things have 
gradually become more difficult, and 
already one of the elephants has been 
destroyed—but the scarcity of food has 
now become so acute that unless something 
is done immediately to ease the situation 
Dublin will lose some, if not all, of its 
valuable lions. In the normal course of 
events old horses would be used to feed 
the animals, but the petrol shortage has 
brought many of them on the roads 
again, and the foot-and-mouth restrictions 
have interfered with the transport of 
goats, which can be used as a substitute 
for horses. On first sight there appears to 
be no remedy for such a situation; but 
Mr. C. L. Flood—in a letter which we 
publish in our correspondence columns— 
suggests a possible way out: He appeals 
to all owners of old horses, donkeys and 
goats either to sell or present their animals 
to the society in order to avert this tragedy, 
Unless this appeal receives immediate 
response the destruction of the lions must 
begin next week, Let us hope that the 
appeal meets with generous response; for 
it would be a pity, indeed, if the Dublin 
lions had to be destroyed. Dublin has one 
of the finest collections of lions in the 
world, and is renowned for its breeding 
lions. In addition to its usual quota of 
lions, the Zoological Gardens now contain 
several of Bertram Mills’s famous per- 
forming tigers, worth hundreds of pounds 
apiece, which were left here on deposit for 
the duration of hostilities. Since the out- 
break of war until up to the present 
Dublin ‘‘ Zoo’’ has been far in advance of 
other ‘‘zoos,’’ and would, in peace-time, 
have become a sort of reservoir from which 
the other ‘‘zoos’’ could re-stock, Now, 
unfortunately, the Dublin ‘‘ Zoo’’ is in a 
worse plight than any of the others, and, 
as matters grow worse, it may become 
necessary to destroy a great many of the 
animals. It would, of course, be absurd 
to keep the animals alive by feeding them 
with food for human’ consumption—food 
which is needed by the poor of our own 
cities; but it would be equally absurd to 
destroy so wonderful a collection so long 
as there was any way out of the difficulty. 
Mr. Flood has indicated the way ; it is to 
be hoped that his appeal will not fall on

Debt Relief

Under the new bill he can come to an 
arrangement with his creditors to carry 
on if his difficulties are due to the war, 
and need not go to a court to do this. 
The bill, which has been welcomed by 
Lord Nathan on behalf of: the Labour 
Party, is simple in character, and can be 
understood by a layman without trouble. 


Good Friday 


Good Friday is not to be observed as 
a bank holiday, and the London Stock 
Exchange, aa well as post offices and banks 
throughout Britain, will be open, while 
normal week-day services will run on 
the main line railways, but with regard 
to shops there will be no uniformity. The 
desire of the Government that shops should 
be open is being interpreted as applying 
mainly to places selling food, and many 
other shops will be closed for the day. 
Factories and workshops engaged on war 
work will be open, and London bakers are 
to make hot cross buns, though they may 
be in rather short supply, and the fruit 
content will be smaller than usual.

small wages, but who now, in many cases, 
are earning considerable sums. Compulsion 
to save’ is now with the British le, 
and it may be that it will be incre in 
the future should the war continue long 
enough to make such a course desirable. 
The Chancellor is tempering the wind to 
the shorn lamb. however, and the fact 
that money will be available after the war 
to millions of people may be a great 
blessing in days that are certain to be 
difficult. The burden falling on the once 
rich man is very heavy, but it is one that 
will be borne with fortitude as a means to 
a great end. In the City the effect of the 
Budget was somewhat discounted, because 
a rise in the income tax was expected, but, 
nevertheless, it is thought that it will have 
a depressing effect upon the Stock Markets 
for some time.

IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


100,000 Silos 


The opening of an inconspicuous para- 
graph in Monday’s “London Letter”’ 
caught my eye: 

‘The British Government, with . view 
to helping the farmer, is considering the 
purchase of one hundred thousand silos, te 
be distributed among farmers throughout 
the country on a hire-purchase basis. The 
new type of silo invented by Major Waller 
is portable, ctc., etc.” 

Unless I ain mistaken, it must be about 
‘two years ago that I commented in these 
notes about the remarkable new silo which 
Major “Jim’’ Waller had devised and 
put into use at the Mount Street Club 
farm. and printed a picture of it. This 
particular silo must be the grand-pappy 
of the hundred thousand which the British 
Government is now distributing. 

And I wonder how many such silos there 
are in this loved land of ours, which has 
got into such a state of alarm about the 
scarcity of feeding-stuffs. : 


A Problem in Rationing 


A correspondent writes :'— 

I think this house can claim to be the 
first to preserve for posterity a memento 
of the present crisis in the form of a tea- 
rationing card embedded in the walls. 

The said ration card was delivered at 
the house one evening not long ago by an 
official who evidently realised the import- 
ance of his mission. To ensure its safe 
custody he insisted on delivering it person- 
ally to the mistress of the house. And 
she, careless creature, propped it on the 
diningroom mantel-piece, ready for the 
grocer’s boy next morning. 

It was here that fate intervened. We 
came down to breakfast to find a distracted 
maid busily excavating with a darning- 
needle in a minute crack between the wall 
and mantel-piece. While she was dusting 
the card had slipped down the crack, and 
before she could “get a hold of it,” had 
disappeared. 

All efforts with the darning-needle 
proved fruitless, and now we are faced 
with a serious problem. What will happen 
to our tea ration? Has it passed into 
oblivion with the card, or wil] it 
possible, by cajolery or other means, to 
procure a second form? Will hardened 
Government officials believe our unlikely 
tale—particularly if they examine the 
crack, which is barely noticeable? Or will 
they, with characteristic cynicism, suspect 
us of trying to defraud the Government 
and obtain a double ration? 

However, we shall not let our cup of tea 
go without a struggle.

This conversation suggests that the word 
“ Erse’’ in the eighteenth century denoted 
not Irish. but Scotch, Gaelic—a fact which 
may be ‘elementary to every scholar, but 
comes as a surprise to me.. And, seeking 
further information, [ have turned up the 
first of the twe dictionaries in my office— 
to wit, a recent edition of .Webster’s— 
which explains the word as follows :— 

“(A modification of Irish, OE, Irishe.) 
A name sometimes given to that dialect of 
the Celtic which is spoken in the High- 
lands of Scotland—called, by the High- 
landers, Gaelic.” 

The second dictionary, the Concise 
Oxford, goes further : — 

“ Highland Gaelic (dialect); (vulg.) 
Irish. (early Sc. form ot Irish). 

And I actually have heard Scotsmen use 
the word ‘‘ Erse’’ contemptuously, as if 
to imply that their own form of the Gaelic 
tongue was the superior one. For that 
matter, I have heard certain topers call 
for a “ smal] Erse.”” A literary barman 
might obtain quite the wrong impression. 

[P.S.—By a curious coincidence, I had 
barely sent these paragraphs to the 
printers before I opened a new crime 
story..

GERMANS BREAK 
GREEK LINES 


EASTERN MACEDONIA 
CUT OFF

The Greek communigué received this 
morning says that the Germans suc- 
ceeded in advancing dangerously in 
the direction of Salonika, cutting off 
the communications between Greek 
forces in Eastern Macedonia and the 
remainder of the country. 

The communiqué, according to 
Athens Radio, reads :— 

- The pressure of the German forces 
against our sector of the front con- 
tinued strong to-day also. The enem 
achieved no results. ‘The small Gree 
forces, which have been fighting for 
two days, foiled all attempts of the 
attacking forces. In the Struma 
Valley the fire of the forts of Rupel, 
Usita, Paliourone and Ki Rata created 
a barrage which the enemy did not 
succeed in crossing. In particular, 
Rupel and Usita uniiuchindll resisted 
to-day for the third day the full 
violence of the enemy fire and tank 
attacks. Parachutists dropped by the 
enemy to the south of the front were 


mopped up. Aout 70 of them were 
taken prisoner. 
On the plateau of Nevrokopi a 


violent struggle was carried out, not 
only by our forts, but also by our 
units outside them. Our forts 
resisted with great effectiveness. One 
of them, the fort of Davtavil, after 
having beeu captured by the enemy, 
was immediately recaptured through a 
counter-attack. The fort of Lisse to- 
day, too, was subjected to violent 
bombardment, by enemy heavy artillery. 
Our units outside the forts recaptured 
by means of counter-attacks parts of 
our sector of the front which the 
enemy had succeeded in occupying 
lemporarily. 

To the left of our sector of the 
front a German mechanised division, 
after having penctrated into Yugoslav 
territory, succeeded yesterday evening 
in reaching the Greek-Bulgarian 
frontier and occupying Doiran, Since 
dawn to-day this division penetrated 
into our territory through the moun- 
tainous corridor ,to the east of the 
Axios. The very small Greek 
mechanised formations fought an 
unequal battle against the means of 
the enemy incomparablv superior both 
in quantity and _ quality. This 
endeavour to slow down the enemy 
advance lasted for many hours. 

Finally, however, the enemy suc- 
ceeded’ in advancing dangerously in 
the direction of Salonika, cutting off 
the communications between our 
forces in Eastern Macedonia and the 
remainder of the country. 

On the Albanian front we occupied a 
new enemy position by a successful 
operation. We took about forty 
prisoners, including one captain.

“Among the German U-boat 
captains who are prisoners of war is 
Commander Otto Kretschmer, captain 
of U99 Commander Kretschmer was 
regarded in Germany as one of the 
most notable and successful of U-boat 
comanders. In August, 1940, he was 
decorated with the Knight’s Cross of 
the Iron Cross. Last December Hitler 
bestowed -on him the Oak Leaves 
denoting the highest class of this 
decoration. He _ recently received 
special promotion.” 


SANK AUXILIARY 
CRUISERS 


Commander Kretschmer, according to 
the German High Command, is the 
man who sank the Laurentic. They 
claimed that in one trip in November he 
sank the two British auxiliary cruisers, 
Laurentic and Patrollus, and the armed 
merchantman Casanare. He received a 
rsonal telegram from Hitler congratu- 
ating him on his ‘‘ heroic work.’ 

In December the German High Com- 
mand claimed that Commander Kretsch- 
mer was the first commander to exceed 
a quarter of a million tons of sunk 
tonnage, and that his latest ‘‘ bag” 
included the destroyer H.M.S. Daring.

TOWN AND DOCKS A

I” Monday -night’s attack on 
Kiel, at once the Ports- 
mouth and the Clydeside of 
Germany, aircraft of the 
Bomber mand carried the 
heaviest load of bombs ever 
: on Germany in a single 
night, states the British Áir 
Ministry News Service. 


MILE-SQUARE FIRE 


“A pilot who had a good view of 
the state in which our aircraft left 
the port said :—‘ The only way to put 
out the fires would have been to push 
the whole place into the sea.’ un- 
dreds of tons of high explosive and 
over thirty thousand incendi’ries by 
that time had done their work ; smvke 
was drifting not only over the whole 
town, but out to sea. Docks and ship- 
building yards were completely out- 
lined in red. A mile square in the 
centre of the town was a single sheet 
of fire, and from moment to moment 
explosion shook the level wastes of 
flame. . In several of the areas at- 
tacked, as many of our crews dis- 
covered, it was not easy to find — 
the fires a vacant black spot on whic 
to drop another bomb. 

“I was a bright moonlight night, 
and, with the weather perfect for 
bombing, only the smoke of fires o--a- 
sionally obstructed the view from the 
bomb sight ,but this hindered the de- 
fences as well, for several crews 
noticed that the searchlights were in- 
effective when dimmed by the layers 
of smoke through which they had to 
pass. A strong wind fanned the 
flames, and by the end of the raid it 
was considered that no fire brigade 
could hope to contr! all the fires, and 
that many must have been left to burn 
themselves out. 


THE U-BOAT YARDS 


“For five hours our bombers went 
in over Kiel in wave after wave. 
Throughout the first hours of the raid 
they had to pierce a curtain of anti- 
aircraft fire from one of the most 
heavily defended areas in Germany, 
but in the end the very weight and 
resolution of the attack seemed to 
bear down the defences, and there 
were significant lulls in the gunfire. 

‘The first wave of bombers soon lit 
the way for the successors, and Kiel 
beacon across 
Schleswig-Holstein and out to sea as 
far as Heligoland. As the next waves 
approached the crews watched the 
glare split up into a multitude of indi- 
vidual fires, and were able to observe 
yet more detailed signs of destruction, 
he glowing shells of warehouses lined 
the water-front; huge buildings wholly 
enveloped in flames stood out amidst 
the general conflagration. The sub- 
marine building yards had evidently 
suffered greatly. A great building in 
the Deutsche-Werke shipyards was 
seen to collapse, and in the town itself 
the ruins was almost as widespread as 
in the docks.”’ 


MINISTRY REPORT 


Bremerhaven and Emden were also 
attacked. the former port for the four- 
teenth time and the latter for the 
thirty-eighth. This is how a British 
Air Ministry communiqué described 
the raids :— 

“On Monday night aircraft of the 
Bomber Command made a heavy and 
successful attack in perfect weather 
on the important German naval port 
of Kiet. 

“Great fires raged in the town, 
while hundreds of tons of very power- 
ful bombs caused destruction in the 
submarine building yards and docks. 

“The raid lasted nearly five hours, 
and the later aircraft reported smoke 
covering the whole northern half of 
Kiel Bay. 

“ Attacks were also made with good 
results on the ports of Bremerhaven 
and Emden. From these operations 
four of our aircraft are missing. 

‘During daylight on Monday air- 
craft of the same Command bombed 
objectives in Denmark and the Low 
Countries. Shipping in the North Sea 
and in the Cherbourg roads was also 
attacked by aircraft of both Bomber 
and Coastal Commands, while aircraft 
of the Fighter Command machine- 
gunned aerodromes and lorries in 
Northern France, inflicting casualties 
on the enemy. 

“From the daylight operations one 
aircraft of the Bomber Command is 
missing. '

MANY Italian airmen were 

among the considerable 
number of prisoners captured 
when British Imperial troops 
occupied Addis Ababa, accord- 
ing to an official communiqué 
issued in Nairobi yesterday. 


TOWN HANDED OVER 


‘* Followng up the leading elements 
which entered Addis Ababa late the 
previous evening,’’ states the com- 
muniqué, “ South African, East African 
and West African troops occupied the 
city on April 6. There were no in- 
cidents, Italian officiafs handing over 
the town, with its essential services, 
intact. Operations in this area con- 
tinue, and the enemy is being followed 
up on all fronts.” 

Further details are given in an 
official Air communiqué of the raid by 
the South African Air Force on 
Kombulcha on April 6. ‘‘ Our machines 
destroyed ten enemy aircraft at the 
aerodrome, and damaged others of all 
types. In the raid our fighter escort 
shot down two. C.R. 42’s, both pilots 
baling out. Bombers damaged aero- 
drome buildings and barracks, and air- 
craft taking off were .damaged, and 
another on the runway destroyed. 

‘‘Other bombers secured hits on 
aerodrome buildings at Dessie, and 
several heavy bombs were dropped on 
a motor tra rt park north of the 


buildings. otor transport on the 
Deasie road area was attacked by 
bombers and fighters, and several 


lorries were also attacked.’” 


THE RAINS WERE LATE 


British troops, smashing their way 
through the wild heart of Abyssinia to 
Addis Ababa, had a thrilling race with 
the rains. According to the prophets, 
the big rains were to have begun on 
April 2. Heavy clouds threatened to 
prove them right, but the I:perial 
troops pushed on. As soon as Addis 
Ababa fell: it rained in torrentse—but 
it was too late to save the capital.— 
(Press Association.)

OFFICIAL STATEMENT 


The Ministry of Public Security for 
Northern Ireland and the Headquarters 
of the Royal Air Force, in a joint

“The attack was carried out by a 
small force of bombers, and went on 
intermittently during the small hours of 
the morning.

“ A number of fires were started, but 
the majority were extinguished very 
quickly, and all were under control by 
morning. 

“The regular and auxiliary fire ser- 
vices displayed admirable promptitude 
and resource in dealing with the fire 
situation, and received valuable assist- 
ance from members of the civil popula- 
tion. The Civil Defence services dis- 
played a high standard of training and 
conduct. 

“ The number of casualties was small, 
but, unfortunately, a few were fatal.’ 


HOW THE RAID 
BEGAN

EARLY MORNING 
BOMBS

BELFAST, Tuesday. 


A Heinkel 111 Bomber was shot to 
pieces in mid-air while attempting to 
return to its base after the raid on 
an important North of Ireland town 
early this morning. 

The ’plane had speeded some miles 
from the scene of the bombing, when 
a young pilot in a Spitfire, who had 
been stalking it, overtook it and 
scored direct hits. The Heinkel ex- 
ploded in mid-air. ‘There were no sur- 
vivors. It is believed that it carried 
a crew of five 

The people of an _ important 
Northern town came through their 
first ordeal of an air-raid with re- 
markable coolness, and the Civil De- 
fence forces demonstrated their skill 
commendably. 

In the early morning three bombs | 
were heard exploding, and imme- 
diately afterwards the anti-aircraft 
guns opened fire. 


FIRES AND WRECKAGE 


Damage was done to important in- 
dustrial and commercial buildings. 

Incendiary bombs started fires, but 
these soon were brought under con- 
trol by regular and auxiliary fire ser- 
vices and other units of the Civil De- 
fence forces. 

High-explosive bombs were dropped, 
causing a few fatal casualties, among 
which were two members of the 
Auxiliary Fire Service, Archibald 
McDonald, aged 25, and Bruce Hark- 
ness, aged 350. The bombs also damaged 
commercial buildings, and destroyed 
private houses. 

It is believed that not more than a 
dozen aircraft took part in the raid. 

The attack was not on anything like 
the scale of the ‘“‘ blitz’’ to which 
towns and cities in England have been 
subjected. i 

For a time there was much esxcite- 
ment among the people. Guests ina 
hotel came down in various stages of 
dress for shelter, and people in private 
houses took refuge in the lower portions 
of their homes. 


NARROW ESCAPES 


Outside the roar of anti-aircraft guns 
made considerable noise and the air was 
full of falling shrapnel. Many narrow 
escapes were reported. Machine-gun 
bullets came through the roof of one 
house and embedded themselves in the 
floor near a man who was trying to 
collect clothes for his family who were 
down in the basement. Houses rocked 
and quivered. Windows near where an 
elderly woman was standing were 
shattered. 

A family which included two children 
had narrow escapes when a bomb ripped 
away the whole side of the house and 
laid bare their shelter room. Some 
members of this family were buried in 
the débris, but were rescued shortly 
afterwards, little the worse for their 
experience. 

Hendeods of incendiary bombs were 
dropped, to be extinguished with 
remarkable promptitude by civilians, 
soldiers and A.R.P. workers. 

In many homes where fire bombs had 
fallen the householders dealt with them 
without outside aid, but all assistance 
was quickly forth- 
coming from neighbours, who spent á 
considerable part of the early morning 
assisting one another. 


WORKERS HOMELESS | 


An inspection this afternoon by our 
reporter found that considerable 
damage had been caused among the 


homes of working-class ple in a 
thickly-populated district. Altho 
only a few houses were totally 


demolished, many homes were rendered 
time to come. e narrow streets, 
pavements and pathways are high with 
slates, glass and rubble, and enormous 
a in the = of a some 
of which are in dan of collapse. 
Despite the detonation people are 
filtering back to their homes, where 
they are making the best of their 
awkward predicament.

One A.R.P. warden said that men, 
women and children, when told that 
it was necessary to leave their homes, 
owing to the danger of delayed action 
bombs, obeyed without a murmur. 
The workers in the various services, 
he said, were cool, calm and collected, 
and went about their respective duties 
with the greatest confidence when high 
explosives were falling twenty-five 
yards away. 


CONSTABLE’S 
EXPERIENCE 


A constable who was on duty 
throughout the raid said this morning 
that he was still almost deafened by 
the noise of the exploding bombs. The 
raiders first flew over the district, and 
a short time later they returned, 
pouring out incendiaries, many of 
which were tackled at once and ex- 
tinguished, while others were rendered 
harmless as soon as they fell. “' After 
they had passed this second time,” he 
said, ‘‘I saw a sudden burst of flame 
in the sky. It dropped like a meteor, 
and then I realised that it was one of 
the raiders crashing into the sea some 
distance away.” 


VISITS OF MINISTERS 


The Governor of Northern Ireland 
(the Duke of Abercorn), the Minister 
of Public Security (Mr. J. C. Mac- 
Dermott) and the Inspector-General of 
the Royal Ulster Constabulary visited 
some of the bombed houses this after- 
noon, talked with the people and con- 
gratulated them on many remarkable 
escapes. 

The Prime Minister (the Right Hon. 

M. Andrews), the Minister of 
Home Affairs (Sir Dawson Bates) and 
other members of the Government have 
also visited the smitten areas. 

The Prime Minister expressed his 
deep admiration of the manner in 
which th2 people had stood up to the 
first test of their spirit and moral, and 
also of the energy and efficiency of 
the civil defence service and the many 
voluntary helpers. He said that it 
was a matter ot gratification to koow 
that one of the raiders had been 
brought down by their gallant fighters. 

After visiting a number of homes, 
the Prime Minister said that he felt 
sure that, in expressing sympathy with 
the ple concerned, he was voicing 
the feelings of the entire community.

FOUR ARMAGH MEN. 
FOUND NOT GUILTY

DUNDALK, Tuesday. 

At Dundalk Circuit Court to-day 
Gerard McGeough and Michael Con- 
nolly, of Edenappa, Co. ss and 
Terence Hollywood and ward 
McGeough, Cariff, Co. Armagh, were 
jointly charged with having been in 
possession of a firearm at Dungooley 
on the night of the 24th February with 
intent to endanger life; with having a 
firearm without a certificate; with un- 
lawful assembly, and with conspiracy 
to threaten and intimidate Francis 
O'Hanlon. All the men pleaded not 
guilty. 

Francis O’Hanlon saia that about 
11.30 on the night in question he 
heard a knocking at the door and went 
to the door, where he saw a number of 
men. One of them called him a 
coward,. and as he advanced with a 
flashlamp a revolver shot was fired. 
‘'wo more shots were fired and he ran 
up the road, following the men who 
ran away. He caught one of them, 
brought him into his house and locked 
the door. The man thus caught had 
some drink taken, and after a time 
gave his name as Michael Connolly 
and produced his identity card. Later 
men returned and knocked at the door 
again. When he went to the door 
Gerard McGeough had a revolver and 
said if the man was not released witness 
would be shot. Edward McGeough 
gave him two thumps, but he closed 
the door against the men and kept 
Connolly there until a Customs car 
passed and a Civic Guard arrived, 
when the man was arrested. 

Mary O'Hanlon, a sister of the last 
witness, said that the men who came 
back were the two McGeoughs and 
Hollywood. She asked Connolly why 
he had come at that hour of the night 
to start all the bother, and he replied: 
“1 don’t care; you can’t be handed 
back from the Six Counties only for 
murder or robbery.’’ 

Gerard McGeough stated that he 
was going to Cariff to see his brother. 
As he was coming to O’Hanlon’s 
house he saw three men running. Con- 
nolly was with him and walked on 
ahead. He saw O'Hanlon grabbing 
Connolly, and the two of them pá 
towards O'Hanlon's house. He hear 
shooting just before that, and saw 
O'Hanlon rush out with a flash lamp. 
Later he and his brother and Holly- 
wood went back to get Connolly out, 
but there neve: was a gun produced 
at any time. 

Connolly said that he was walking 
innocently along the road when some- 
body grabbed him, accused him of 
having been at his door and then 
took hie back to O’Hanlon’s house. 
He never saw anybody with a re- 
volver, ) 

Edward McGeough and Hollywood 
denied having geen present when the 
shooting took place, and said that they 
only went to O'Hanlon's house to ask 
for the release of Connolly. 

The jury, after a short absence, 
found all the men not guilty on all 
counts.

 FISH POISONING 
ALLEGED 


From Our CoRREsPONDENT. 
GALWAY, Tuesday. 


At Galway Circuit Court “to-day, 
before Judge F awsitt, John Joseph 
Blake, Ballyglunin, owner of a several 
fishery on the river at Corbally, 
claimed damages and an_ injunction 
against the Tuam Beet Factory for 
causing to be discharged into the river 
refuse and effluent that killed fish and 
damaged the plaintiff's property. 

The defence is a complete denial of 
the allegations. 

Plaintiff said that the Claregalway 
river was a good one for fish. His 
property was about ten miles from the 
factory. About the end of October, 
1939, he visited the river with a water 
bailiff and saw 3 box filled with dead 
eels and trout. Further rpstream he 
saw a number of eels dead or dying, 
and or: his own property he saw a pike 
and three trout dead at the bottom of 
the river. On November 6, 1939, he 
went to the Tuam Beet Factory and 
was shown where the  .ffluent dis- 
charged into the river. Here the river 
was piled with foam to a height of 
six feet, but above che point where 
the effluent was discharged the water 
was clear. He later saw foam coming 
from the direction of Tuam down the 
river. In November, 1940 he asked 
the manager of the factory if anything 
had been done to prevent the pollution 
of the river and the manager told him 
that a cooling tank had been installed, 
which would have the effect of break- 
ing up the water. cooling it and allow- 
ing oxygen into it. He estimated that 
the effluent was discharged into the 
river at 178,000 gallons an hour. The 
fish on his portion of the river would 
be affected for about five years and 
the deficiency in the fishing would be 
about 75 per cent. 

Edward A. J. Went, Inspector of 
the Department of Fisheries, said that 
the condition of the river downstream 
from the factory appeared to be very 
abnormal. He saw dead fish in the 
river, and dead eels, some of which 
were the biggest he had ever seen. 
He did not see any dead salmon. 

Pierce Hurley, M.Sc., assistant 
analyst in the State Laboratory, said 
that he examined samples taken from 
the river near the factory, and, in his 
opinion, the effluent was not a safe 
matter to discharge into the river. . 

Walter Thorpe, County Analyst, said 
that a sample pf water from the 
river which he had examined was not 
a very bad one and not a good one. 
It was not in accordance with the 
standard prescribed by the Sewerage 
Commission. The sample had a beety 
odour and was not a suitable liquid 
to allow into a river where fish were, 
because of the amount of suspended 
solids it contained. These solids found 
their way to the bottom of the river 
where they fermented and gave off a 

oisonous gas. In his opinion the 
actory effluent was not a safe one 
to discharge into the river. 

The hearing, which was adjourned 
to to-morrow, is expected to last several 
days.

A vider in the muddy hazard 


ROM the strict military point of 
view, the Army motor cycle 
trials which were held near 
Conlig, County Down, on Sunday last, 
were training exercises. Civilians with 
experience of trials have been accus- 
tomed to regard reliability riding as a 
sport, and they had difficulty in look- 
ing upon the Army event as anything 
other than a competition. Actually, 
the military authorities came more than 
half-way in accommodating themselves 
to the civilian outlook. ey offered 
medals for the teams and riders who 
did best in the trial, and described the 
non-team competition as the Individual 
Championship of Northern Ireland. 

In writing about the trial, how- 
ever, one must bear in mind that 
military interest is in the method of 
training for the trial, its object and 
its degree of success—the story of who 
won and why they won is a detail of 
no great importance. Civilians, on the 
other hand, especially if they have 
been associated with motor car or 
motor cycle sport, may prefer to read 
about the really magnificent organisa- 
tion of the event and of its purely 
sporting aspects. 

A third approach to the trial is that 
of the motor cyclists who took part. 
They, no doubt, would find greatest 
satisfaction in a report which treated 
their performances critically and in 
some detail. It will not be possible in 
these articles on the trial to eon | 
the desires of the riders, although 
there may be passing references to 
them, for the names of most of them 
are unfamiliar to the bulk of ordinary 
newspaper readers, who, consequently, 
are not interested in them as indivi- 
duals. Both the military and general 
civilian points of view will, however, 
be kept in mind. 


Get Through 


The trial, including the preliminary 
demonstrations and eliminating trials, 
was intended to be instructional, to im- 
prove the standard of riding among 
Army moto: cyclists. The term 
Despatch Rider, or ‘‘ D.R.’’, it should 
be noted, is specific rather than generic, 
being the jealous preserve of the Royal 
Corps of Signals. It will not be used 
in these articles except when members 
of the Corps of Signals are being men- 
tioned. In war, iii, the condi- 
tions under which all Army motor 
cyclists, including despatch riders, 
operate, will be much the same. Their 
job will be to “get through” with 
their messages, whether their route 
takes them along decent roads, across 
fields or shell-pocked hillsides. 

The standard of their riding is to 
be Judged by this capacity to “ get 
through,” and because of that fact the 
method of allocating marks in this 
Northern Ireland military trial differed 
very considerably from the system 
used by civilian motor cycle clubs, 

In a civilian trial attention is paid 
particularly to neat riding, The man 
who covers an ‘‘observed section ” 
with his feet on the foot-rests wins 
more marks than the rider who foot- 
slogs. Even the degree to which the 
feet are used may influence the mark- 
ing, a distinction usually being drawn 
between good hearty use of both feet 
and a gentle dab to preserve balance. 
For a military motor cyclist with a 
message to deliver, however, it does 
not matter “ two pins’’ whether he 
uses his feet or not. His job is to 
keep moving. If he stops, he must re- 
start with a minimum of delay. His 
greatest offending is when he is un- 
able to re-start or drops his machine, 
which thus may be damaged, Accord- 
ingly, in Sunday’s trial, the system 
of marking was as follows :— 

A rider who stopped and allowed 
his machine to fall to the ground won 
no marks. A rider who stopped and 
was unable to restart without con- 
siderable difficulty or without outside 
assistance won 1 mark. A rider who 
was able to restart more promptly won 
2 marks, and a rider whose stop was 
but momentarily won ó marks. A 
rider who got through the section 
without stopping won 4 marks, and if 
he showed obvious confidence and 
ability he won 5 marks. 


Six Hazards 


The course was in the Whitespots 
leadmine and on the hilly stretch of 
moorland rising behind. It lay near 
Conlig, on the Bangor road from New- 
townards. This course measured about 
one mile and included six ‘‘hazards,”’ 
which is the term used instead of 
‘observed section’’ in military trials. 
Each of these hazards presented a test 
distinctly different from the others. 
The first was a steep climb up a 
grassy hillside, the path twisting and 
the gradient stiffening towards the 
top. ater was added to increase the 
difficulties. The second was a severe 
drop, so sheer in places that only 
great skill prevented men and 
machines from toppling over. 

The third hazard was a 50 yards 
stretch of deep mud, reaching almost 
to the hubs in places, The fourth was 
a climb around the rocky edge of a 
small hill, with the ground falling on 
the riders’ left-hand side as weil as 
behind . them. The fifth was an 
ascent of a steep bank composed of 
fairly loose sand and stones, with a 
ridge to be surmounted at the top, 
and the sixth was a water splash, 

These hazards were connected by 
undulating moorland paths and tracks 
over deposit from the lead mines. 
Even the unobserved stretches were 
severe and riders frequently were 
brought to a standstill between the

“‘scramble’’ rather than a trial, there 
being nothing in the nature of ordinary 
road in the route. During the event 
some of the hazards were ‘im- 
proved ” by spraying © cage quantities 
of water on them. e water-splash 
was deepened, lap by lap, and the 
sand bank changed its appearance 
steadily as riders wore part of it 
away. 

The course was covered three times, 
there being a short interval between 
the laps. Riders were not timed for 
loss of marks, so that no premium was 
placed on speed, but there was a limit 
of 45 minutes in which each lap might 
be completed. 

Probably the reading of these de- 
tails is no more entertaining than the 
writing of them, but they are essential 
to our purpose of presenting a com- 
plete account of the method .of train- 
ing. 


The Military Object 


As has been stated, the military ob- 
ject of the trial was to improve the 
standard of riding, and that could not 
be achieved merely by turning the 
motor cyclists loose on selected por- 
tions of what is the Ards Motor Cycle 
Club’s favourite course. The train- 
ing which it was desired to include 
was incorporated in the preliminary 


ona ve Ty Í trials, which had 
preceded by a yet earlier form Of 
elimination. But this is becoming in- 


volved, so we may work through the 
various processes with greater clarity 
if we do so in a more orderly manner, 

There are many hundreds of motor 
cyclists attached to the various mili- 
tary units in Northern Ireland. It 
was impossible to include them all in 
the scheme of training which had Sun- 
day’s trial as its culmination, so each 
unit was asked to hold tests, where 
that was possible, to discover the best 
men for its team in the preliminary 
command trials. One idea was that 
the men who were not selected for the 
team would have the benefit of in- 
struction from the team members in 
the future. It also was hoped that 
each team would include an ofScer, a 
non-c i ec officer and a private, 
but only five of the twenty teams in 
the final trial—and four of those 
infantry teams—were balanced as 
desired. 

When the teams had: been chosen 
they competed in a series of eliminatin 
trials. There wére approximately 1 
teams, and about 25 took part each 
Saturday and Sunday over a period of 
four weeks in the preliminary events. 
While less spectacular than the final, 
these were the most important parts 
of the proceedings, for they included 
instruction. 


Preliminaries 


Each Saturday the competitors would 
be divided into six sections of twelve— 
a section to each hazard. The sections 
would proceed to the hazards in turn, 
spending an hour at each, practising, 
and, what was more important, having 
the correct method of riding the section 
demonstrated and explained by a 
civilian expert. 

Needless to say, the organisation of 
the civilians and their instruction in 
their duties and their practices in those 
duties occupied several weeks, and 
some difficulties had to be overcome.

TO GET IT “RESTORED 
TO DUBLIN”

At Howth Urban Council meeting 
last night, Mr. R. J. Burke moved that 
the attention of the Minister for Local 
Government, be called to two unanimous 
resolutions of the Howth Urban Council 
requesting that the report of the Local 
Government (Dublin) Tribunal be 
implemented, that meantime the intoler- 
able burden on the ratepayers be 
relieved by a grant in aid or per- 
mission to fund the township’s heavy 
liabilities, and that provision be made 
in any. contemplated legislation for 
adequate representation of Howth on 
any metropolitan council established. 
He said that the residents were dis- 
heartened by the long delay and the 
recent attitude of the Minister. They 
had welcomed the recommendations of 
the Tribunal . He had done his utmost 
to get Howth restored to the City of 
Dublin. If that were not done it would 
mean the ultimate ruin of the district. 
Howth was in debt and carried on by 
means of overdrafts. There had been 
no audit for the last three years. They 
had arrears on practically every service. 
Arrears on Council cottages were at 


least equal to one year’s income. Mr. 
Hugh Boyle seconded. 
The Chairman, Mr. Mullen, T.D., 


said that the Town Clerk’s report 
showed that the Counql’s overdraft 
had been reduced from £5,231 to £1,656, 
and if the Bailey Butler law, case had 
not gone against them they would be 
practically free from debt. They had 
also reduced their outstanding debt by 
£8,000. It was not a fact that more 
houses were unoccupied than five years 
ago.

The Rev. Canon E._L. B. Barker, 
continuing his series of Holy Week 
addresses in St. Ann's Church, Dublin, 
on the subject, ' The Response to the 
Cross,” yesterday, spoke on “ Indiffer- 
ence,'” Since the last war, he said, in- 
difference had been on the increase.
